As was shown possible by the Auditor General, in his last 
annual report,^ the State debt has, during the fiscal year just 
closed, been yirtually reduced by an amount considerably in ex- 
cess of one million dollars — virtually — ^for, though the actual 
payment thereof, as shown above, amounts to but $570,500 00, 
yet the funds with which to meet the yet outstanding War 
Loan Bonds — $696,600 00 — are now at hand waiting the 
presentation of said Bonds for payment. When presented 
they will be paid and cancelled, and thus the war loan in- 
debtedness will bo extinguished. This large reduction in 
the State debt will be appreciably felt in the supplemental 
reduction of the annual interest thereon, amounting to 
upwards of $80,000 00. 

By the passage of Joint Resolution No. 7, Laws of 1869, it 
was made the duty of the Governor, State Treasurer, aud 
Auditor General, to jointly examine into the condition of the 
Treasury, and to determine the maximum amount of funds 
that could be used for the purchase of Bonds of this State.

This resolution was construed* as providing for the invest- 
ment of any surplus over and above the balance to the credit 
of the Sinking Funds. Under this construction of the 
intention of the Legislature in the passage of said resolution, 
the oflBcers therein designated acted at their first meeting 
on the 26th day of March, 1869. It was there expressed as 
the opinion of said oflBcers that the amount of funds' then in 
the Treasury, together with the justly anticipated receipts 
thereto during the year, would warrant the use of $200,000 00 
— ^in excess of the amounts accruing to the Sinking Funds — 
in the purchase of outstanding Bonds of this State. And

On the 26th of March, ultimo, the State Treasurer proceeded, in pursuance of law, to 
draw for redemption $800,000 of war loan bonds. In addition to that sum, he has au- 
thorized, and hopes to be able to purchase $200,000 of the first maturing bonded 
indebtedness of the State.

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the State Treasurer was at the same time advised to draw 
$aOO,000 00 of War Bonds to be paid on the first day of July 
then next. In pursuance of such action^ the Treasurer pro- 
ceeded to draw for redemption $300,000 00, as advised, and 
to authorize the purchase of $300,000 00 of the first maturing 
bonded indebtedness of the State. 

This $200,000 00 not having been used in the purchase of 
Bonds, it was, at a meeting held on the twenty-sixth day of 
August last, directed that the said amount be placed to the 
credit of the War Loan Sinking Fund, to be used as cont^i- 
plated by said Joint Resolution No. 7. Such a transfer* has 
been made on the books of the Auditor General. 

No portion of the debt became due during the year, but 
the entire reduction* has been made by the payment of loans 
in anticipation of their maturity — partly by the purchase of 
Bonds voluntarily surrendered by the holders — but more 
largely through the payment of War Loan Bonds drawn' as 
is provided by the act under which they were issued, but 
which, though by the terms of said act payable at the pleasure 
of the State, would not have matured until January 1, 1886. 
The maturity of the remaining Loans being determined by 
law, and the time of the redemption thereof not being at the 
pleasure of the State, they will not be paid until maturity, 
except at the pleasure of the bond-holders. Hence, the future 
annual reduction of the State debt is indeterminate. Hence, 
also, no estimate of the amount by which the State debt 
will be reduced during the ensuing year, can be made. 

It would be possible, however, could the State Bonds be 
reached by the Treasurer, to reduce the indebtedness, by the 
use of the funds pledged by law to that purpose, $400,000 00 
to $425,000 00, as will appear from the following statement of

The above statement does not include any computation as 
to the amount of surplus funds which, under Joint Eesolu- 
tion No. 7, Laws of 1869, might be used in the purchase of 
Bonds of this State, because, if experience may be relied upon 
as furnishing an approximate estimate of the power of the 
State Treasurer to make such purchases, but a portion of the 
above stated amount will be absorbed in the purchase of such 
Bonds as he may be able to retire. Hence, the surplus funds 
of the Treasury, if any, will probably remain untouched. 

The War Loan being so far withdrawn as to render certain 
the aggregate exj^enditure by the State, both for principal and 
interest, in carrying and extinguishing this indebtedness, 
tabular statements of the transactions and changes in said

s This estimate is deemed not too high. The total amount of interest foiling due during 
the y^r, estimated upon the present amount of the debt, is $164,197 08. The provisions 
for payment of this interest are, an appropriation from the General Fund of $100,000 00, 
and from the Specific Tax Fund what remains to the credit thereof after paying the 
interest upon the Trust Funds. The Specific Tax Fund supplied $108,574 87 for the 
payment of interest upon the State debt during the year just closed. It will probably 
supply as large an amount the coming year, which would give for " surplus of interest ^' 
an amount larger than that stated in the text. 
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Loan for each year, from the issuing of the Bonds to the 
retirement thereof, are giyen. The first table^ shows the face 
of the Bonds and the amount realized on the sale thereof; 
the second,* the amount of Bonds outstanding on the 30th 
day of November of each year, also the interest thereon fall- 
ing due; the amount of Bonds retired and aggregate pay- 
ments made for interest and principal during each year. 
Combining the results of these tables with the amount of 
interest that had accrued on the Bonds prior to the date of 
sale thereof, the actual expenditures froni the legitimate rev- 
enue of the State, in retiring the War Loan and paying the 
current interest thereon, may be determined as follows :

The retiring of the War Loan has rendered it possible to 
determine, with a degree of certainty not before attainable, 
the suflBiciency of the present provisions for the payment, at 
its maturity, of the yet outstanding unmatured portion of 
the bonded State debt. To reach such a determination, com- 
putations — ^which are exhibited below — have been carefully 
made, and are presented in the belief that they thoroughly 
demonstrate the conclusions derived therefrom, viz: That 
further than the ^ mill tax, taxation, for the purpose of pay- 
ing the bonded State debt as fast as it matures, need not be 
imposed ; that after the levy of 1870 the ^ mill tax may be 
abolished ; and that the Trust Fund receipts will be sufficient 
to pay the installments of the debt as fast as they may become 
due. The computations are as follows :

Seven years later. (May 1, 1890,) the War Bounty Loan 
becomes due. This Loan now stands at $463,000 00 — and to 
meet it at maturity would require receipts through the Trust 
Funds for the seven years subsequent to the discharge of all 
other State indebtedness as shown above, of only $62,558 15 
per annum. 

In the above computation it will be noticed that account has 
been taken of the i mill tax but for two years ; also that the 
Trust Fund receipts are estimated at $130,000 per annum, an 
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11 



amount lower than the receipts from that source during the 
past year by $50,000, and $40,000 below the average receipts 
for the last three years. This estimate has beeii purposely 
kept so far below the reasonably expected receipts that the 
result reached by said computation might be more certain. 
It thus appears tliat the present provisions for the payment of 
the bonded State debt are more than ample, and that the next 
Legislature could with safety abolish the i mill tax, and con- 
fidently rely upon the receipts from the Trust Funds as be- 
ing sufficient to pro\'ide for the discharge of the State debt as 
fast as it matures. 

A computation^ of the annually accruing interest upon the 
now outstanding State indebtedness demonstrates that direct 
taxation will need be resorted to but for a short time — three 
years at the longest — as a resource from which to obtain the 
funds necessary to meet the current interest upon the now 
remaining portion of the State debt. The Constitution pro-

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vides that the Specific Taxes — except those paid by the Min- 
ing Companies of the Upper Peninsula — shall be used in the 
payment of the interest upon the educational funds and upon 
the State debt. The receipts from this source^ met the 1869 
interest upon the educational funds, and furnished $108,574 37 
towards the payment of the interest upon the State debt. The 
ensuing year must show a large increase in receipts from this 
source, from which there will probably be available for the 
payment of interest, other than upon the educational funds, 
$120,000. So much of the 1870 interest as shall not be met 
from this source, is provided for by a general fund appropriation. 

The computation shows — with the debt reduced only as it 
matures — a rapid reduction in the annual interest thereon ; a 
reduction which, as indicated above, will soon bring it within 
the reach of the Specific Tax Fund to pay. Anticipating the 
payment of any portion of the State debt will hasten such a 
result. And could bonds of the State be purchased, during 
the coming year, to the extent of the ability of the Two Mil- 
lion Loan Sinking Fund to purchase, the reduction conse- 
quent thereto, will probably bring the interest within the 
amount afiPorded from the Specific Tax Fund for the payment 
thereof. 

From the foregoing it would appear that in so far as it ha» 
been deemed necessary to provide, by direct taxation, for tho 
payment of the principal and interest of the State debt, that 
necessity is rapidly passing away, and taxation to that extent 
may soon be abated. 

And a further abatement is possible, and it is belie;ved, ad- 
visable in the item of the Military Tax, — a special tax levied 
under the provisions of Section 93, of Act No. 16, laws of 1862,. 
and is a sum equal to fifteen cents for each person whom it 
shall appear voted for the office of Governor at the next pre- 
ceding gubernatorial election and is apportioned among the 
several counties in the same manner as are other State taxes.

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Ostensibly, this tax is levied for the payment of expenses in- 
curred for the maintainanee of the military forces of this 
State. Actually, however, but a small portion of the fund ac- 
cruing therefrom is used for any such purpose. During the 
year past but about one-fourth of the receipts from this tax 
have been expended ^ in the discharge of obligations contem- 
plated by the Act under which it was levied. Other expendi- 
tures — legitimate and proper in themselves — have been made 
from this fund, but it is respectfully submitted, that it would 
be policy to reduce this tax to the requirements of the fund, 
or better, to abolish the tax altogether, and to supply the Mil- 
itary Fund by appropriation from the General Fund. 

It is not supposed that such a change would effect a diminu- 
tion in the amount of funds actually necessary to carry on the 
State Government and support her Institutions, but it is pre- 
sumable that the future will show — as has the past — that the 
unused balances of any fund are convenient sources from 
which to make extraordinary expenditures. Such balances 
also have the appearance of unnecessary and excessive taxa- 
tion, and having accrued are too often assumed as warranting 
appropriations which else would not have been made. ' Politic 
and economical considerations alike would induce such a 
change in the manner of suppljdng the funds from which are 
to be paid the expenses of the Military Department. Indeed 
the idea more than suggests itself here tliat the policy of pro- 
viding by law for the perpetual levy of special taxes for indefi- 
nite and growing amounts and indeterminate purposes, is at 
best a doubtful one. Such a tax once fixed upon the State 
does not always pass away with the necessity — real or supposed — 
under which it was imposed. 

The virtual extinction of the War Loan has been assumed 
by the Auditor General as warranting him in not apportion- 
ing the 1-16 mill, or War Loan Sinking Fund tax for 1869, 
among the several counties. Withholding this tax has re-

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lieved the people of taxation to the amount of $19,247 87. 
The law, technically, perhaps would require that the tax. he 
imposed until the Legislature shall have repealed the section 
under which it was levied, but the debt for the payment of 
which it was intended to provide will be extinguished from 
the use of funds ^ already at hand. Hence, as before the tax 
could have been collected, the necessity for the receipts there- 
from would have passed away, the tax was withheld. 

The rapid reduction of taxation in^ this State during the 
past two years — the further reduction to be made during the 
year ensuing, and yet further future reduction possible under 
favorable legislation, are matters of congratulation and evince 
a highly prosperous condition of the State's finances. Yet it 
is deemed proper to correct here, an idea which has obtained 
generally throughout the State to the effect that direct taxation 
for the purpose of meeting the current expenses of the State, 
and of her charitable and reformatory institutions, will in the 
future, be largely abated by the use of the specific tax receipts 
for that purpose. No such reduction through that channel is 
possible. The Constitution provides ihat, all specific taxes ex- 
cept those received from the mining companies of the Upper 
Peninsula, shall be applied in paying the interest upon the 
educational funds, and the interest and principal of the State 
debt, in the order recited, until the extinguishment of the 
State debt, other than the amounts due to educational funds, 
when such specific taxes shall be added to and co7istitute apart 
of the Primary School Interest Fund, and this provision is a 
positive inhibition against the use of the specific taxes for the 
payment of the current expenses of the State government.

The new deposit accounts have been opened under a neces- 
sity created by the amendment of Sec. 2463 of the Compiled 
Laws, as effected by Act N"o.

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awassee county had, under a warrant issued by the Auditor^ 
Oeneral, collected by levy and sale, a portion of the tax — five 
hundred dollars — charged on the books of this office against 
the First National Bank of Owosso. This tax was, after the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the above cited case became 
known, refunded. 

The specific tax revenue from all sources — other than Na- 
tional Banks — for the last year, exceeded that from the same 
sources during the previous year by $16,999 54. There yet 
remains uncollected from various corporations subject to this 
tax, upwards of $35,000, as appears from the Auditor General's 
books. This amount would be much larger had all corpora- 
tions made their reports as required by law, and upon which 
the tax is estimated. The iron mining companies are 
especially noted as being delinquent in this respect.

THE SINKING FUNDS. 

Thvo Million Loan Sinking Fund. 

The amount available for the purchase of State Bonds 
through this Fund' during the year was $296,591 60. Of this 
amount $101,000 has been used in the j)urchase of bonds, 
$76,490 09 has been transferred to the War Loan Sinking 
Fund, and there remains an unexpended balance of $119,101 51» 

War Loan Sinking Fund. 

The receipts to this Fund' during the year, together with 
the transfers thereto, authorized by Joint Eesolution No. 7, 
Laws of 1869, were sufficient to extinguish the entire War 
Loan indebtedness, $300,000 of which was drawn, payable 
July 1, 1869, and the balance, $590,500, payable January 1,

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, 1870. The payment of these amounts will absorb the present 
credit to the fund, when, having served the purpose for which 
it was opened, the War Loan Sinking Fund will be closed. 

CANAL FUND. 

The account with this Fund shows receipts thereto, from 
canal tolls, during the year, to the amount of $12,396 50 
against $13,959 67 for 1868. 

The Canal Fund indebtedness to the counties, under Joint 
Resolution No. 2, Laws of 1863, now amounts to $12,817 44, 
with interest from January 1, 1869, at 7 per cent. On this 
indebtedness there will be paid on the first day of January 
next, $4,067 72, leaving an unpaid balance of $9,646 94. 

WAR FUND. 

The total resoui'ces of this Fund for the year amounted to

The whole of the amount of the Geological Survey appro- 
priation, amounting to $8,000, has been drawn from the 
treasury. 

IMMIGRATION AGENCY. 

The appropriation of $5,000 for the support of an Immi- 
gration agency abroad, has all been drawn from the treasury. 
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SOLDIERS* RELIEF FUND. 

This Fund has been closed, and the unexpended balance, 
$8,656 53, as required by Act No. 37, 1869, transferred to the 
Military Fund. 

SOLDIERS' HOME FUND. 

Under the provisions of said Act, HSo. 27, 1869, this Fund 
has also been closed, and an unexpended balance of $7,500 
transferred to the Military Fund. 

SOLDIERS' AID FUND. 

The Soldiers' Aid Fund has been opened under the pro- 
visions of Act No. 35, Laws of 1869, which provided for aid 
to disabled soldiers to an amount not exceeding $7,000 per 
annum. The expenditures through this Fund for the year 
amounted to $2,000. 

SUSPENSE ACCOUNT. 

The debit balance of the Suspense Account yet stands at 
$33,001 31, the same as at the close of the last fiscal year. 

CLAIM AGAINST THE GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 

The claim against the General Government on account of 
expenditures made by the State in arming and equipping 
troops during the late war, is still pending. No reduction has 
been made of the claim during the year. 

DELINQUENT STATE CLAIM. 

The PhoBnix Bank claim has been adjusted and settled 
during the year by the payment on the part of the bank of 
$10,000. 

TAX RETURNS AND TAX SALES. 

The required returns of delinquent taxes were made within 
the time limited by law, except by the treasurer of Delta 
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county, whose returns were not received at the Auditor Gen- 
eraFs office until the seventh day of June. Because of so late 
a return, the taxes were rejected, and no sale made in Delta 
county. 

Nor were there any sales in the counties of Emmet, Mack- 
inaw, or Manitou, on account of the failure of Express Com- 
panies to get the sales' books into the hands of the several 
county treasurers in season for the sale, though said books 
were delivered to the Express Company in this city on the 
sixth day of September, twenty-eight days prior to the time of 
sale.

REGISTERS IN CHANCERY. 

The clerks of the counties of Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, Ben- 
zie, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, Chippewa, Clinton,' Emmet, Grand 
Traverse, Jackson, Keweenaw, Mackinac, Manistee, Manitou, 
Marquette, Mason, Ontonagon, Osceola and Saginaw have 
failed to file with the Auditor General the bond that the law 
requires them to file as Begisters in Chancery for their several 
counties, for the term commencing January 1, 1869. 

DRAIN TAXES. 

The present drain law^ enacts that it shall be the duty of 
the treasurer of any county to return all lands delinquent for 
taxes thereon, levied under the provisions of said act, to the 
Auditor General, and that such lands shall be advertised and 
sold therefor, at the same time and in the same manner as 
lands delinquent for other taxes so returned.' The general 
tax law requires that when the returns of delinquent taxes are 
received by the Auditor General, the amount thereof shall be 
placed to the credit of the proper county on the books in his 
office.' Drain taxes, being spread upon the general tax roll, 
are included in the list of delinquent taxes returned to the 

lAct No. 48, Laws of 1869. aSection 12, Drain Law. »Tax Law, Sec. 68. 
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Auditor General, and hence pass to the credit of the proper 
county, as a part of the amount of such return, and the proper 
county gets the benefit of the delinquent drain taxes thus 
credited, in the same manner as of the credits of other delin- 
quent taxes. So far, the drain law, and the general tax law,, 
are in harmony. Both require the State to carry the uncol- 
lected taxes in the several counties. But the drain law goes 
beyond this, and provides that the counties shall receive a 
second benefit from their delinquent drain taxes, for, after 
receiving the benefit of such taxes in a general settlement with 
the Auditor General, it provides for a special settlement with the 
State Treasurer, and requires that officer, in case any lands be- 
longing to individuals charged with a drain tax shall be bid oflT 
to the State, or sold to other parties, at the tax sales, to pay over 
to the proper County Treasurer the amount of such drain taxes^ 
and, under the drain law, this payment is required to be made 
by the State Treasurer without any regard to the condition of 
the account between the State and county — required to be 
made, even though the county claiming such payment may be 
in debt — as is the case with most of the counties that have 
returned delinquent drain taxes — ^to the State. 

The drain law also provides that county drain orders shall, 
if tendered therefor, be received by the State in the payment 
of drain taxes upon any land for the non-payment of which 
such land was returned to the Auditor General. Virtually, 
this provision puts it in the power of the county drain 
commissioners to draw orders upon the State Treasurer 
for an amount limited only by the delinquent drain taxes 
standing undischarged on the books in the Auditor General's 
office. 

An examination of the books in this office shows that the 
amount of drain taxes returned for each of the last four years 
is, for 1866, $9,278 25; for 1866, $18,185 39; for 1867, $53,- 
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342 40; for 1868, $102,381 75,^ and that the return thereof 
was from twenty-six of the fifty-nine counties of the State; 
that of the twenty-six, fourteen counties return, for 1868, less 
than $1,000 each, thus showing that the great bulk of the 
amount returned was from twelve counties. 

This examination affords the means of illustrating the finan- 
cial provisions of the drain law, and of showing the results of 
an observance of such provisions. As affording an extreme 
case, attention is called to Monroe county. 

The whole amount of delinquent taxes returned from this 
county in March last was $27,321 04. Of this sum $20,287 60 
was delinquent drain taxes — $148 95 of which was rejected — 
$6,625 73 was paid before or at the October tax sales, and the

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balance, $13,512 92 was, at said sale, bid off to the State. 
Now, as in the settlement with the State, the county, by law, 
received the benefit of a credit of the full amount of the bids 
to the State, and by such credit, paid a like amount of the 
State tax apportioned to said county, it follows in effect that 
Monroe county has collected the full amount of drain taxes 
therein which were assessed for 1868 and previous years, and, 
by such a settlement the County Treasurer has or should have 
in his hands the funds from which to pay, in full, all orders 
on account of drains, for the construction of which such taxes 
were assessed. So much would result from a settlement under 
the general tax law. 

But the drain law enacts, that, notwithstanding this county • 
may have received such a credit, and notwithstanding the fact 
that, after giving Monroe county the benefit of all her delin- 
quent taxes, said county is still in debt to the State, the 
State Treasurer shall pay to said county treasurer the amount 
of drain taxes upon lands bid off to the State, or to other 
parties, at the tax sales. Further: After giving the county 
the benefit of this amount in general account, by allowing it 
to offset a like amount of State tax due from said county, and 
the provision of the drain law that the State Treasurer shall 
pay over to the county a like amount, the same law provides 
that, should any drain orders, issued by the drain commis- 
sioners of that county, be tendered for drain taxes — on lands 
within that county — due the State, they shall be received in 
discharge of such taxes. 

Thus it appears that the drain law requires, 1st. That Mon- 
roe county be permitted to pay her proportion of the Stat« 
tax, to the full amount of such tax; 2d. That the State 
Treasurer shall pay to said county the full . amount of the 
drain tax upon lands bid off at the tax sales, whether bid to 
the State or to other parties ; 3d. That after such a settlement 
has been effected between the State and the county as is re- 
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quired by the general law, and payment has been made by the 
State Treasurer, as required by the drain law, thereby giving 
said county a double benefit of her delinquent drain taxes, 
and placing the funds in the hands of the County Treasurer 
with which to take up and cancel her drain orders, those 
drain orders must, if tendered for that purpose, be taken in 
payment of such drain taxes due the State. 

That is, the county of Monroe may become as deeply in 
debt as possible under the drain law; she may impose taxes 
upon lands, as she has done, so high that they will not be piftid 
by the owner, and for which the lands cannot be sold, and 
under said law the State may become doubly responsible for 
the payment of the greater portion of such county indebted- 
ness, as she has become responsible for, and has paid to the 
county the $13,512 92 as before stated, and is yet held for the 
pg|,yment of the same amount of Monroe county drain orders, 
should such orders be tendered in payment of the taxes 
represented by the above stated amount. 

The above are some of the objectionable financial features 
of the law under consideration. These features, in their oper- 
ations, are not confined to Monroe county, but extend to 
all oounties in which draining, under said law, is carried 
on to any considerable extent. That the requirements of 
this law have not been complied with, does not remove the 
fact that its provisions are as above set forth. That they can- 
not be complied with fully by the State officers, whose duties 
in the premises are therein set forth, does not relieve the law 
of its objectionable features, but they remain there as a con- 
stant source of irritation and unpleasantness between all 
parties concerned in the execution of the law, and are given 
as reasons, in some known instances, by County Treasurers, 
for which they decline to pay drain orders when presented to 
them, notwithstanding they have withheld from the State 
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fands sufficient* in amount for the full payment of all such 
orders. 

Nor is the present drain law less objectionable in what it 
omits than in what it includes. It would be supposed that the 
law, which in its provisions thus opened the State Treasury 
for the payment of county orders, of a class that can thereunder 
be issued, to an amount over which the State has no control, 
would have thrown around the Treasury some protection 
against any possible unwarranted demands upon its funds. 
The law under consideration not only fails in furnishing any 
such protection, but it removed, by the repeal of the drain 
law of 1861, the only safeguard possible against the payment 
of any class of unwarrantable demands upon the Treasury 
which may be made under its provisions. 

The repealed law required the drain commissioners to file 
with the Auditor General " a report of all matters necessary 
to a full exhibition of their action, on each drain." The 
present law requires no such reports to be made, and the 
Auditor General has.no means by which to determine whether 
an order tendered to him for the purpose of paying the drain 
taxes upon a given piece of land, can, even under the pro- 
visions of said law, be legitimately accepted in payment of 
such taxes; nor can he determine whether the drain for the 
construction of which such order was issued and the land, 
for the payment of the drain taxes upon which such order 
might be tendered, were in the same or in different townships ; 
nor, if in the same township, whether such orders were not 
issued for the construction of one drain, and the taxes for the 



iThe following are the counties, the Treasurers of which have withheld tram the 
State the ftUl amoant of their unpaid drain taxes assessed for 1868, and previous years, 
and consequently whose several drain ftinds should have shown credits to the ftill 
amount of the taxes assessed for the construction of corresponding drains.

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payment of which such order might be tendered, assessed for 
the construction of another. 

The nature of the objectionable features of the drain law 
will readily suggest the reason for stating them here. These 
objections do not necessarily lie against a drainage system, but 
only against the present form of the law through which such 
a system is to be kept in operation. The remedy is simple, 
and should it be applied by competent authority, there would 
remain little to mar the execution of one of the most impor- 
tant laws upon the statute books of this State.
